$6,000 o f th e first bo nd issu e Ham­

issu ed, 
abo u t 
19 07 , also $16,000 
o f th e $20,000 
issu ed in 19 22, and $115,000 o f th e 
issu e o f 19 29 . Yo u kno w th at bo nds 
are issu ed o nly against real estate, 
and pro perty o f th is kind is as mu ch 
u nder mo rtgage as if it were an 
animal o r a piece 
o f 
mach inery . 
Bo nds mu st be repaid with interest, 
and th e pay ing mu st be 
do ne 
by 
tax c*s o n pro perty . 
If a u nit o f go v ernment do es no t 
lev y and co llect eno u gh tax es, th e 
bo nd h o lders h av e reco u rse to law. 
and can th ro w* a district into 
th e 
h ands o f a receiv er wh o is au th o riz­ 
ed to lev y and co llect eno u gh tax es 
to satisfy th e bo nds and pay 
th e 
receiv er h is salary fo r adm inistra­ 
tio n. He cares no th ing abo u t y o u r 
h av ing a week o f sch o o l o f no t. 
Th e last and final step wo u ld be to 
take all th e 
pro perty .

so u nds scarey . 
Sev eral steps are left fo r bo ards 
to fo llo w: 
FIRST, lev y an amo u nt o f tax ,

rate. 
FOURTH, keep lev y ing tax es as 
u su al and fo rce pay ments 
u nder 
any and all circu mstances, dry 
o r 
wet, go o d o r bad, able o r u nable. 
Th at so u nds h ard to o . Th e po int is 
th at if o ne pay s, all sh o u ld pay . 
Th e fu tu re o f th e financial statu s 
o f th e Hamlin sch o o l 
district de­ 
pends u po n sev eral 
facto rs. 
Th e 
wh o le field o f actio n needs 
to 
be 
su rv ey ed and figu red 
o u t.
